The 
notices being posted said the 
shacks are being condemned 
because they are fire hazards.

Jury Fixes Penalty for 
George M. Frangel 
Jr. After Deliberat- 
ing 3 Hours. 


A verdict of guilty of rape 
was returned yesterday against 
George H. Frangel Jr. by @ 
jury in the court of Circuit 
Judge Franklin Ferriss at Clay- 
ton.

he asserted. 


Slichter appeared as the first 


witness in a study by the 
Senate-House Economic Com- 
mittee on problems and pros- 
pects of the American econ- 
omy. 

Value of Competition. 

If duties were cut drastically 
and quotas removed, he said in 
his prepared testimony, ‘“for- 
eign competition wouid be of 
invaluable aid in checking the 
tendency of wages to outrun 
labor productivity and in re- 
tarding the rise in prices. 

In addition, foreign compe- 
tition would be a wholesome 
spur to efficiency and to in- 
ventiveness in industry.” 

Slichter recommended also 
that the Federal Government 
deliberately plan “a deficit of 
several billion dollars in the 
cash budget for the fiscal year 
1960.” 

This would be wise, he said. 
“in view of the high and per- 
sistent unemployment.” 

Slichter predicted that eco- 
nomic expansion would be ac- 
companied by rising labor costs 
and prices. Changes in the 
economy have made that likely, 
he said. naming the rise of 
powerful trade unions as the 
major change. 

Unions can continue to create 
inflationary rises in prices and | 


wage boosts even in times of 
substantial .unemployment, he 
said. 


Exports Topped Imports. 

Slichter expressed confidence 
that American manufacturers 
could compete successfully with 
foreign producers’ even if 
tariffs were cut and import 
quotas removed. He said ex- 
ports of finished goods by the 
United States in 1958 were 2.4 
times imports. 

Slichter pooh-poohed conten- 
tions that creeping inflation 
eventually would ruin the 
country. 

For instance, he said it was 
asserted that creeping inflation 
is bad for production. But an 
analvsis of the records of 16 
free world countries suggests 
that inflation causes a faster 
increase in output, he said. 

To the argument that creep- 
ing inflation discourages sav- 
ing, he replied that the oppo- 
site 1s true. The volume of in- 
vestment determines Saving 
and inflation encourages in- 
vestment, he said. 

Slichter said it is nonsense 
to state that creeping.inflation 
inevitably becomes a gallop. In 
all major:free world countries, 


prices advanced much less in 
1953-57 than in 1948-53, he 
Said.

PARIS CAB DRIVERS 
STRIKE IN ANGER 
OVER EVERYTHING 


PARIS, March 20 (AP)—The 
taxicab drivers of Paris went 
on a 24-hour strike today 
against almost everything — 
including gangster movies in 
which cab drivers are at- 
tacked. 

This sort of thing has got 
to stop, said a resolution de- | 
posited at the police prefec- | 
ture by a delegation of striking | 
drivers. They declared that | 
since World War II 287 Paris | 
taxi drivers have been at- | 
tacked and 16 killed. The at- | 
tacks were partly prompted by | 
gangster movies, they claimed, | 
and these should be censored, 
wherever a cab driver gets 
knocked in the head. 

The censorship issue, how- 
ever, was only a sidelight to 
the dispute which sent the 
drivers on strike. They want 
more money and lower taxes 
but mainly they want restored 
their old privilege of turning 
down clients going in the 
wrong direction during the last 
half hour of a driver's shift. 
This enraged many clients. 

Along with the cab drivers, | 
employes of radio and televi- 
sion networks went on a 24- ° 
hour strike for more money.

DEPORTED AFTER 
ILLEGAL ENTRY

NEW YORK, March 20~—A | 
chapter from the past of Alex- 
ander L. Guterma came to light | 
yesterday with the disclosure 
that he had been ordered de- 
ported from Hawaii Dec. 4. 
1935. He had been accused of 
having entered illegally the 
previous July 22. 

The financier’s counsei, Rich- 
ard H. Wels, said that “he 


concedes that when he was un-. 
der the adventurous turn of | 


mind of a 20-year-old young- 
ster, he did come from Tien- 
tsin, China, to Hawaii, without 
knowledge of such things as 
immigration laws.” 

Guterma received permis- 
sion to depart voluntarily and 
left Honolulu without notice 
by stowing away on a China- 
bound liner Jan. 11, 1936. 

A record of the Honolulu 
hearings showed that an immi- 
gration official told Guterma 
Oct. 23, 1935, that he could 
come back to the United States 
only if he stayed away for a 
year after deportation or de- 
parture and then got permis- 
sion from the Secretary of 
Labor. 

The financier, who was in- 
dicted last Monday on securi- 
ties fraud charges, is under 


investigation by the Immigra- | & 


tion and Naturalization Service. 
He was naturalized Nov. §, 
1956, after entering the United 
States under non-quota status 
Aug. 5, 1950, as the husband 
of an American citizen. 

Meanwhile, there were these 
developments in companies 
that were formerly parts of Gu- 
terma’s financial empire: 

1. Counsel for two receiv- 
ers for the F. L. Jacobs Co. 
appointed here last Monday 
reported that they had de- 
cided to fight an attempt to 
supersede them by two trus- 
tees named in a creditors’ 
suit in Detroit on Wednes- 
day.

The bank has 859 trust ac- 
counts that would be taxed 
because of Du Pont holdings, 
he said. 

The United States Supreme 
Court found there was a ten- 
dency toward monopoly in 
Du Pont’s ownership of 63,000,- 
000 shares of G.M. stock worth 
about three billion dollars. 
Du Pont is the auto firm’s 
largest supplier of fabrics and | 
finishes. | 

The finding was on an appeal 
by the Government from a de- 
cision by United States District 
Judge Walter J. Labuy, who! 
heard an anti-trust suit started 
by the Justice Department. The 
Supreme Court referred the 
litigation to Judge Labuy with 
instructions to work out a plan 
to settle the case. 

The Government proposed 
that Du Pont sell 20,000,000 
G. M. shares in the open mar- 
ket over a 10-year period and 
allocate the remaining 43,000,- 
000 shares to Du Pont stock- 
holders in ratio to their hold- 
ings of Du Pont shares. 

Beacom testified the plan 
would give investors 1.38 shares 
of G.M. for each share of Du 
Pont that they own. On that 
basis, he estimated the trust 
accounts would have to pay a 
tax totaling $2,901,000. 

He added that trust accounts 
containing G.M. shares also 
would suffer heavily. The bank 
has 1822 accounts owning G.M. 
shares. 

Beacom gave the opinion 
that adoption of the Govern- | 
ment plan for the stock dis- | 
posal would depress the pres- 
ent markat value of G.M. stock 
by 15 per cent. 

Du Pont and its affiliated 
companies have proposed that 
Du Pont retain ownership and 
earnings of its G.M. interest 
but pass on voting rights to Du 
Pont shareholders. Such a 
move, it maintains, would pre- 
serve economic stability yet 
prevent the Du Pont corpora- 
tion from exercising any con- 
trol over G.M. policies or 
operations. 


PARIS TO BREAK 
WITH TRADITION, 
BUILD SKYSCRAPER 


PARIS, March 20 (AP)—An- 
dre Malraux, French Minister 
for Cultural Affairs and patron 
of the arts, has approved the 
building in Paris of Europe’s 
highest skyscraper.

CHARGES HOFFA 
GIBBONS TRIED 10 
BREAK HIS UNION

WASHINGTON, March 20— 
A LaSalle-Peru (Ill.) labor 
leader testified before the 
Senate Labor Rackets Investi- 
gating Committee yesterday 
that James R. Hoffa, Harold 
J. Gibbons and Richard Kav- 
ner participated in efforts to 
“break” his union. 

Barney Matual, one time 
Teamsters’ leader in the La- 
Salle-Peru area, charged that 
top leaders of the union at- 
tempted in 1954 to force a 
merger of his four locals with 
a stronger Joliet union head- 
ed by Virgil Floyd, since con- 
victed as a labor racketeer. 

Matual said he resisted the 
merger, despite implied threats 
by Floyd and Robert T. (Bar- 
ney) Baker, Teamster trouble- 
shooter. After the Teamsters 
were expelled from the AFL- 
CIO in December 1957 for 
racketeering and _ corruption, 
Matual testified, he led his or- 
ganization out of the Team- 
sters and into John L. Lewis’s 
catch-all United Mine Workers 
District 50. 

Still Giving Him Trouble. 

The Teamsters are still giv- 
ing him trouble, Matual said, 
and have tried to break a 
strike of his union against the 
Star Products Brewery at Peru. 

Matual told the Senators that 
since the strike began last Jan- 
uary carloads of out-of-town 
people have appeared at the 
strike-bound brewery on two 
occasions. The automobiles bore 
license plates from as far away 
ea St. Louis and Collinsville, 


A 


Ill., he said. 
In 1954, Matual testified, 
Hoffa, then chairman of the 


Central Conference of Team- 
sters; Paul Dorfman, a Chicago 
labor leader expelled by the 
AFL-CIO for racketeering; Roy 
Williams, Kansas City Team- 
sters’ leader; Kavner and Floyd 
_ met with him. They demanded 
he merge with Floyd's local. 

The demand was repeated at 
further meetings, one attended 
by Gibbons, the witness re- 
lated. At one meeting, he said, 
*“‘Kavner had a gun in his coat.” 
He indicated it was in Kav- 
ner’s inside pocket. Kavner is 
an international Teamster or- 
ganizer. 

Threats of Trouble. 

Matual said he received im- 
plied threats of trouble from 
Baker and Floyd in April, 
1955. He consented to a mer- 
ger of the four locals, but not 
with Floyd’s union. 

Then, he said, his union was 
put under trusteeship of John 
T. (Sandy) O’Brien, a Team- 
sters international vice presi- 
dent, who was denounced yes- 
terday by the committee as a 
“robber baron” after it was 
disclosed that he and three 
other officers of Chicago local 
710 had collected $1,136,000 
from the local in the period 
1952-1958 in salaries, “com- 
missions,” vacation expenses 
and Christmas bonuses. 

Of this amount, it was testi- 
fied, O’Brien got about $470,- 
000. O’Brien invoked the Fifth 
Amendment when the commit- 
tee attempted to question him 
about it. 

Matual said his troubles con- 
tinued until November 1958, 
when he took his local into the 
UMW. After a strike he won 
a contract with the Star Brew- 
ery for his new union, Matual 
said. Then along came O’Brien 
and he, too, signed a contract 
with the brewery for his new 
Teamsters local. That is when 
the current strike started. 

Committee investigators tes- 
tified that Gibbons supplied 
O’Brien with $5000 of union 
funds to fight the rebellious 
local. 

It also was disclosed that the 
Teamsters international sent a 
check for $4000 to John J. 
Clinch Jr., city attorney of 
Peru, attorney for the brewery 
and a member of its board of 
directors. 

Robert F. Kennedy, commit- 
tee counsel, sought unsuccess- 
fully to get Clinch to admit 
that there might be some con- 
nection between the $4000 pay- 
ment to him by the Teamsters 
and the fact that he had signed 
a contract for the brewery with 
O’Brien when the company al- 
ready had a contract with 
Matual’s local. 

“You were working hand in 
glove with O’Brien to keep 
Matual’s union out of the plant 
and crush O’Brien’s opposi- 
tion,” counsel Kennedy 
charged. 

“That is not correct,” 
witness replied. 

Hoffa international president 
of the Teamsters, and Gibbons, 
his executive assistant, have 
been prime targets of the Sen- 
ators in the extended rackets 
investigation. Gibbons also is 
boss of the St. Louis team- 
sters. 

Floyd was founa guilty of 
extorting $2650 from a Ray- 
town (Mo.) pipeline firm in 
December 1954 and was sen- 
tenced to two years in prison 
by the late United States Dis- 
trict Judge J. Leroy Adair at 
Peoria, III.

WASHINGTON, March 20 
(AP)—The Treasury is making 
an effort to ease its mounting 
debt problems by trying to bor- 
row more money for a longer 
, period of time. 

| The department announced 
‘late yesterday it will offer 
| lenders a 10-year bond as part 
Of a $4,000,000,000 cash bor- 
‘rowing next week. The bond 
| will pay 4 per cent interest and 
the Treasury hopes to sell 
| $500,000,000 worth. 

In addition, officials dis- 
'closed they will try to borrow 
'$1,500,000,000 through the sale 


of 4 per cent notes which will 


'/mature in four years, 
one-half months. 

These moves surprised many 
money market observers. There 
had been much advance guess- 
ing that none of the money the 
Treasury needs—mostly to re- 
place maturing loans — would 
be borrowed for more than 
three years. 


| Instead, half of the big cash 
financing will involve loans 
running more than four years. 


The remaining $2,000,000,000 
will be borrowed through an 
auction of eight and one-half 
month bills—the first to be 
issued as part of a new pro- 
gram designed to ease the mar- 
ket impact of the Government's 
massive borrowing operations.

Most Active 


Realty Year 
Predicted 


Real estate will develop one 
of the most active markets in 
American business this year, 
said James M. Udall, president 


of the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards. He made 
the prediction at a joint meet- 
ing of the Montgomery County 
Board of Realtors and the 
Prince Georges Real Estate 
Board. Both boards function in 
the Maryland suburban area 
adjacent to Washington, D. C. 


Udall based his forecast on 
increased home-buying inten- 
tions, improvement plans and 
relocation of displaced fami- 
lies through home ownership. 

He cited recent findings of 
the 1959 survey of consumer 
finances by the Federal Re- 
serve Board which reported “a 
substantial rise in plans to buy 
houses” on the part of con- 
sumers, although their buying 
intentions in general were only 
moderately above a year ago. 

Moreover, a larger propor- 
tion of consumers reported 
plans to make expenditures on 
home improvements or main- 
tenance than in any other re- 
cent year, according to the 
study, he reported. 

“Just as individual Ameri- 
cans are determined to upgrade 
their own property, so are they 
determined as a group to fight 
blight on the community-wide 
level with area rehabilitation,” 
Udall said. “This is demon- 
strated through the slow but 
steady gains of the Section 221 
program of the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration which is 
now showing substantial re- 
sults.” 


The program makes possible 
magtgage insurance on advan- 
tageous terms to provide hous- 
ing for families displaced by 
any form of government ac- 
tivity, such as urban renewal 
or highway construction. 

Udall pointed out that at the 
end of the first year of Sec- 
tion 221 operation, 1954, not 
one city had applied for eligi- 
bility to use the program. By 
the close of 1958, however, 206 
communities had been allo- 
cated 87,443 units. 

“Realtor leadership, through 
the Build America Better pro- 
gram of our association, has 
played a considerable part in 
this growing use of a valuable 
tool for community better- 
ment,” the NAREB president 
said.

progress,” Udall said, “But 
right here in our midst we have 
a similar wave of rising ex- 
pectations with respect to hous- 
ing standards. Fortunately, the 
private enterprise of our home 
builders is keeping pace with 
those expectations.” 


In this connection, the 
speaker referred to the Janu- 
ary-February report of the De- 
partments of Commerce and 
Labor which shows that private 
spending for. new residential 
construction thus far this year 
reached $2.2 billion, a 30 per 
cent increase over the same 
two months in 1958. 

Udall said, “In the main — 
particularly trhough the FHA 
program which creates an at- 
mosphere in which private en- 
terprise can work constructive- 
ly in response to public needs 
without supplanting that enter- 
prise — government in _ this 
country has played a construc- 
tive role.” 


He expressed confidence 
that this would continue and 
referred to pending Congres- 
sional housing legislation as 
containing “‘many helpful fea- 
tures which, in the final analy- 
sis, will represent a construc- 
tive continuation of govern- 
ment’s part in helping to meet 
our national housing needs if 
a few undesirable sections are 
eliminated.”

Loan League 
May Try to Aid 
Rental Housing 


BAL HARBOUR, Fla. — In- 
creasing interest on the part 
of savings and loan institutions 
in urban renewal efforts in the 
next decade was forecast here 
by Norman Strunk of Chicago, 
executive vice president of the 
United States Savings and 
Loan League. 

“The urban renewal job is a 
vital one, it will be done, and 
Savings and loan associations 
will have to do much more in 
this direction if they are to ful- 
fill their role as the pre-emi- 
nent group of institutions in 
the home financing field,” 


Strunk told the Southeastern 
Conference of the League. 


More than 700 savings and 
loan executives from 11 south- 
eastern states and the District 
of Columbia are attending the 
three-day meeting. 

More to Be Done. 

Strunk said that savings and 
loan associations in a few areas 
have made “a good start” in 
helping out on the urban re- 
newal problem. But he added 
that: “Much more needs to be 
done, in nearly every major 
city in the country.” 

The League headed by Strunk 
is comprised of more than 4500 
savings and loan associations, 
which last year financed nearly 
40 per cent of all the home 
purchases by American fami- 
lies. : 

Strunk pointed out that sav- 
ings and loan associations al- 
ready have the authority to 
finance the purchase of homes 
and home improvements in ur- 
ban areas designated for urban 
area. He predicted that as more 
urban renewal programs are 
developed in various cities, sav- 
ings and loan associations will 
be among the leaders in fur- 
nishing home credit and prop- 
erty improvement credit. 

The League official said that 
there is some sentiment in the 
savings and loan field for per- 
mitting institutions to go be- 
yond the home financing and 
home tmprovement credit func- 
tions, and authorize associa- 
tions to invest a limited part 
of their funds in the ownership 
of rental housing in renewal 
areas. 


Requires Legislation. 


In a few states, according to 
jtrunk, state-chartered associ- 
ations already have this au- 
thority. He said, however, that 
it would require legislation by 
Congress to give this authority 
‘o federally-chartered associa- 
tions. 

The League official pointed 
out that insurance companies 
now have this authority and 
usually provide most of the 
funds for new private rental 
housing in urban redevelop- 
ment projects, even though in- 
surance companies furnish only 
about one-third as much credit 
for home financing as do sav- 
ings and loan institutions.

235 . * (2.2 pounds equals 
a kilogram.) 

After two and a half years, 
the “terms” mentioned*by the 
President have yet to be agreed 
on. 

Congress Pegged Price. 

The reason is that Congress, 
at the demand of then Senator 
John Bricker (Rep.), Ohio, 
quietly pegged the price of 
uranium for the agency at the 
schedule announced by the 
United States Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

Depending on the _ richness 
of the U-235, this meant the 
Eisenhower offer would cost 
the new agency anvwhere from 
$200,000 to $80,600,000—money 
it, of course, never had. 

Although the _ President's 
“Atoms-for-Peace”’ speech of 
1953 that inspired the new 
agency had enjoyed world-wide 
praise, his aids met a different 
reception in Congress. They 
felt it would be a close thing 
to get the new agency ratified 
at all. Therefore, they didn't 
oppose the pegged price provi- 
sion.

Time to Disengage 

In connection with the Mac- 
millan - Eisenhower talks, your 
readers may be interested in a 
letter I have just received from 
my cousin, Alfons Gerson, Social- 
ist member of the West Berlin 
Parliament. He is a teacher and 
engineer, He writes: 

“The dangerous developments 
resulting from the increasing ten- 
sions over Berlin make it evi- 
dent, I think, that the fate of Ber- 
lin will be decisive for the fate 
of the free world. After the 
dreadful experience df two world 
wars and Korea all vigilance and 
resoluteness is necessary to pre- 
vent new bloodshed, the catastro- 
phe of a dreadful atomic war. 


“We here in Berlin agree with 
the American conviction that the 
Berlin problem can only be man- 
aged in connection with the reuni- 
fication of Germany in freedom 
and with an European security 
agreement. But I am. convinced 
frem our experience that there 
will be no progress in contesting 
the Soviets with the unsuccessful 
methods and obsolete principles 
of our old men. It is not sufficient 
only to say No to Russian pro- 
posals. 


“There must be found a way, 
as British Premier Macmillan has 
done, to unfreeze the political cli- 
mate without losing the firmness 
of resistance. It is necessary to 
take the initiative with concrete 
and well-weighed counter pro- 
posals which will probably be 
aceeptable to both parties. 


“There ought to be propounded 
the excellent proposal of disen- 
gagement made by the well-known 
American experts, Kennan and 
Fulbright, similar to the earlier 
proposals of Anthony Eden and 
the Polish Rapacki Plan. We are 
convinced that this would be a 
successful basis for an acceptable 
compromise and for negotiation of 
German reunification. 

“A constructive proposal of dis- 
engagement, that is, the creation 
of a small-arms zone including 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Austria 
and Germany, may be able to pre- 
vent dangerous consequences and 
to forward the possibility of free 
elections in Germany and in Ber- 
lin.”

Pass the Journey Bill 


Missouri’s private utilities have opened fire 
on State Senator Kelso Journey’s important 
bill to restore the simple and precise utility 
rate-making formula that the Missouri Su- 
preme Court knocked out in 1957. Cant and 
nonsense are the principal weapons in the 
utilities’ arsenal. 

The formula which the Missouri Public 
Service Commission had been using before 
the court said No provided for determining 
a utility's investment by the original cost of 
the property less money set aside over the 
years as depreciation. It was a simple, rea- 
sonable and eminently fair method of deter- 
mining the investment to which a fair rate 
of return then could be applied. It was the 
method established as just by the United 
States Supreme Court. But the State Court 
held that the Commission must consider not 
only original cost but other factors as well— 
such as what it might cost to reproduce the 
property new all at today’s prices. ; 

Using two utility valuation formulas is like 
using two different scales for weighing the 
same piece of meat at the supermarket. The 
state supreme court decision could permit a 
utility to earn a profit on an investment it 
might have made but didn’t. 

Naturally the utilities are 100 per cent in 
favor of this approach. Missourians who use 
electricity, gas, water, the telephone or public 
transit stand to lose. That is why the public 
interest lies with Senator Journey’s measure. 

Some of the arguments against the Journey 
bill are absurd. Kansas City Power & Light 
Co. contends it would place the Public Service 
Commission “in a straitjacket” by forcing it 
to follow a single formula to determine a 
utility’s rate base. That is like saying an 
honest set of scales at the meat counter is 
too unambiguous to be used. Just as the sole 
purpose of the meat scales is to register hon- 
est weight, so the sole purpose of utility 
valuation is to arrive at an honest total of 
real investment. 

Then there is the nonsense that it is im- 
proper to use the original-cost theory because 
of the depreciation in the value of the dollar. 
If the dollar were appreciating—if we were 
in a depression with equipment costs de- 
clining—would the utilities want their total 
base fixed on a formula based even in part on 
deflated costs? We doubt it. 

The fairest way to determine the value of 
a piece of utility property for rate-making 
purposes is to look at the actual cost, not to 
arguie about what it might or might not cost 
under inflated conditions. That is what the 
Journey bill would assure. The Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee would serve the public inter- 
est by recommending its passage. 


Short of a Star 


Now that Hawaii has been granted state- 
hood, friends of the District of Columbia—or 
maybe nasty people who want to keep the 
flag-makers off balance — are. proposing to 
make the national capital No. 51. It does 


have more people than Hawaii—or Alaska, | 


for that matter—and it is even contiguous to 
the United States. 

We doubt that Betsy Ross & Co. need 
worry about still another star since there are 
some pretty good reasons for having the cap- 
ital outside any of the states. There are no 
such good reasons, however, for not letting 
its people run their local affairs. Indeed, 
they should have some voice in the Congress 
which turns their taxes into appropriations. 

This should be the year for 800,000-plus 
Washingtonians to get at least home-rule 
status. Most Congressmen must be tired of 
doubling as aldermen for the city. With a 
little persuasion, they may decide to give 
Washington recognition, short of a star. 


Due North of Monomoy 


For 40 miles south from Provincetown to 
Nauset runs the Great Beach of Cape Cod; 
then the Cape bends its elbow and makes for 
the Massachusetts South Shore. Those 40 
miles are a magnificent stretch of duneland, 
moor and salt marsh, a reach of dune grass, 
wild plum and cranberry, edged by the ever- 
changing silver moulding of the surf. Thoreau 
gave the beach its name. “A man may stand 
there,” he said, “and put all America behind 
him.” And that many a man has done, re- 
membering ever after the thrill of it. 

Thoreau might have added that such a man 
would be looking out at as mean a bit of the 
North Atlantic as ever wrecked a ship and 
took a mariner’s life. Beautiful but wild. As 
if the rocks were not peril enough, the folks 
on Monomoy Island, almost an extension of 


, the southern end of the Great Beach, set false 


lights for sailors. The men of Dennis Port 
and Hyannis Port, around the elbow, also took 
to this murderous looting. There were some 
fine fights between them and the Monomoy 
light-setters over wrecks. Boston people, of 
course, were told that the false lights were 
witches’ work, and the flotsam and jetsam 
the reward due honest men. 

The National Park Service now suggests 
that the Great -Beach and some of the land 
behind it be made into a national park; and 
a better suggestion rarely has been made. The 
Service reports that even now the still un- 
spoiled Great Beach is becoming a part of 
“our vanishing shore line.” Its exploitation— 
and that means neon-ugly motels, eateries and 
juke-box taverns—is inevitable. Especially 
since the land can be acquired for only $16,- 
000,000, it should be preserved for present 
and future pleasure. Maybe in acquiring the 
Great Beach, the Park Service will have the 
help of the heirs of the Monomoy witches. 


Dr. Goldwater’s Diagnosis 


Senator Goldwater, speaking as chairman 
of the Republican Senatorial Campaign Com- 
mittee, says that his party is losing its hold 
on Main Street’s small business men, on the 
farmers and on white collar people. Putting 
this conclusion into cold statistics, the Arizona 
Senator said that between the congressional 
elections of 1954 and 1958—a span of only 
four years—some 8,000,000 voters left the 
Republican party. The area of greatest dan- 
ger to his party, according. to Senator Gold- 
water's study, is the Middle West, long the 
stronghold of the Republicans. 

The Arizona Senator is alarmed by the 
trend but he is not without a remedy. It is 
to draft a statement of basic Republican prin- 
ciples that will lead independents and Demo- 
crats to the Republican side and strengthen 
the convictions of Republican waverers. 

But what “basic principles” will the state- 
ment contain? The basic principles of Sena- 
tor Goldwater who is a reactionary, those of 
Senator Dirksen of Illinois who is a conserva- 


tive or those of Senators Case of New Jersey, 
Cooper of Kentucky, Javits of New York and 
Aiken of Vermont who are out-in-front pro- 
gressives? In this respect the Republican 
problem is similar to the Democratic prob\em 
which finds Proxmire of Wisconsin and Morse 
of Oregon, to name only two, wearing the 
same party label as Eastland of Mississippi 
and Thurmond of South Carolina. Senator 


. Goldwater is doing a good job of. describing 


his party’s ailment. He will find it far more 
difficult to prescribe the proper medicine and 
to persuade the patient to swallow it. 


Khrushchev Must Be Serious 


it was unusual enough for Premier Khrush- 
chev to hold a press cqnference as a means 
of responding to President Eisenhower's Mon- 
day night address. It was both unusual and 
encouraging that he adopted a mild and co- 
operative attitude which had the effect of 
reinforcing Prime Minister Macmillan’s mis- 
sion to Washington. 

The Soviets have a -habit of making trouble 
for such a conference as Messrs. Eisenhower 
and Macmillan have just begun. This time 
Khrushchev not only refrained from any ef- 
fort to divide or undercut the Western allies, 
but actually strengthened Mr. Macmillan’s 
hand. He must have learned a lesson from 
his ill-advised “electioneering” speech which 
for a time seemed to have blown up the Brit- 
ish leader’s mission to Moscow. One can only 
conclude that the Russians are quite serious 
about wanting to negotiate. 

Khrushchev still would prefer to have a 
Summit meeting first and a foreign ministers’ 
meeting afterward. That is understandable 
from his point of view. He knows what he 
wants, possesses the authority to go for it, 
and considers his foreign minister a subordi- 
nate whose proper function is to tidy up de- 
tails rather than frame the big decisions. 

From the Western point of view, however, 
the foreign ministers’ conference must come 
first if only to buy time for decisions which 
our summit leaders have not even faced up 
to yet. It is only since the Macmillan mis- 
sion that President Eisenhower has been will- 
ing to think about a summit conference at all. 

The State Department’s first reaction to the 
Soviet initiative on Berlin last November was 
to erect a wall of hard resistance to any basic 
negotiation. Only within recent weeks have 
the policy planners begun to think about what 
might actually be negotiated. And Secretary 
Dulles’s illness has, of course, greatly compli- 
cated matters. 

Now the die is cast. The powers are mov- 
ing steadily toward the summit. How reason- 
able the Russians will be when they get there 
nobody can predict. As for the West, we 
hope its leaders ‘resolve firmly and sincerely 
to make an all-out effort for agreement, which 
means being ready to make concessions and 
not only demand them from the other side. 
To approach the summit in any other spirit 
would place the West in a deplorable position 
before the bar of history. 


Crazy Over Horses 


Some Missouri legislators have been singing 
that song since it was popular in the 1920s. 
In 1935 Gov. Park vetoed a bill to legalize 
horse races and betting in this state, but in 
recent years such bills have gone to the post 
and faded at the first turn. Nevertheless, the 
Senate Ways and Means Committee has ap- 
proved another racing bill, 22 pages long and 
full of good will toward thoroughbreds. 

Senator Jones, the sponsor, says the bill 
would improve the breed and the state treas- 
ury. Opponents call the bill immoral. As 
Mark Twain said, it is a difference of opinion 
that makes horse races. Our opinion is that 
there. is absolutely nothing wrong with horses, 
but what community wants to weleome the 
breed of touts and gamblers who follow the 
horses? 

The Jones bill permits racing only in the 
St. Louis and Kansas City areas and at the 
Sedalia State Fair; Mr. Jones is from Carroll- 
ton, which is in-between. Considering his lack 
of local enthusiasm for the sport he loves, we 
doubt if many other legislators will buy a 
two-dollar ticket on his bill. And past history 
would post poor odds on it.

Now Argus 


The phenomenal progress and the poten- 
tialities of scientific résearch in the field of 
nuclear and ballistic weapons are emphasized 
in the disclosure of the Project Argus experi- 
ments. Despite the controversy among scien- 
tists and military experts as to the exact inter- 
pretation of the available data, there is reason 
to hope that the project may lead to develop- 
ment of an anti-missile missile. 

Project Argus involved three secret nuclear 
detonations more than 300 miles above the 
earth. The Defense Department, the Navy 
and the Atomic Energy Commission co-oper- 
ated in the firing last September of five and 
six-stage rockets from a special missile ship 
in the South Atlantic. The findings may have 
great potential significance for the nation’s 
early warning and global communications 
system as well as for the anti-missile field. 

The testing must have been particularly 
dramatic because some of the principal re- 
sults had been exactly predicted. The blasts 
were set off where it was expected that the 
earth's magnetic field would trap the elec- 
trons from them—and so it did. Radiation 
born of one of the blasts took less than an 
hour to circle the earth. Dr. Herbert York, 
Pentagon research chief, gives welcome as- 
surance that radioactive fallout did not reach 
the earth. 

It was Dr. York and Roy W. Johnson, head 
of -the Advanced Research Projects Agency, 
who testified before closed hearings in Con- 
gress last month that they were “looking for 
destructive ways or beams to kill incoming 
warheads.” Most of what they said was kept 
secret. 

It may be that Project Argus will have a 
most important bearing on the Army’s Nike 
Zeus, which is intended to operate on the 
principle of one bullet intercepting another. 
Certainly there must be a wealth of material 
pertaining to missile destruction by anti-grav- 
ity, anti-matter and radiation weapons. 

If Project Argus helps develop a giant 
killer that destroys the threat of the as yet 
untried “ultimate weapon,” the ICBM, it will* 
be an unprecedented military development as 
well as a most welcome one.

and toward the outside world Mr. 
Gomulka has become a Khrushchev 
man. But he obtained a quid pro quo. 
From the moment he returned from 
the Crimea he has been purging the 
Polish party of all persons disagree- 
ing with his own internal policies. 

Mr. Gomulka has become the 
trusted viceroy of Poland. He has 
given total loyalty to Moscow in re- 
turn for full freedom to run Poland 
domestically to his own taste. And 
we of the West, for all our manifold 
commitments to the concept of “‘lib- 
eration,” have accepted this situatéen. 

It is far less freedom for Poland 
than the vast majority of its citizens 
yearn to have. But it is less intoler- 
able for them than being governed 
directly. from Moscow. 

Mr. Khrushchev would clearly like 
to see East Germany put on a similar 


footing—and with our approval. In 
effect, he is asking us to help him 
convert East Germany from an im- 
poverished, precarious, unstable pup- 
pet state into a vice-royalty as es- 
tablished and solid as the Polish one. 

All present signs point to the con- 
clusion that we can have a settle- 
ment over Germany on condition 
that the settlement strengthen the 
East German Communist regime. Mr.

This poses an extremely distaste- 
ful set of choices for us, For nearly. 
15 years our policies have been

Europe from an economic doctrine 
which is alien to their culture and 
preferences, and from a subservience 
to Moscow. 

But to pursue a “liberation policy” 
can be extremely dangerous. There 
is danger over Berlin primarily be- 
cause the present situation makes 
the East German regime unstable, 
which in turn threatens the stability 
of Moscow’s authority in Poland, 
Hungary and the other vice-royalties 
of Eastern Europe.

There is évery 
reason to think that he will get it, 
because our Western governments 
are unwilling to undertake the° tax 
and arms burdens which could sup- 
port a continuation of a liberation 
policy.

The New Films 


Master Spy 


A FOREWORD to “THE TWO-HEADED SPY,” at the 
SHADY OAK and RICHMOND THEATERS, says it is an 
account of the exploits of Col. Alexander Scotland of British 
Intelligence, who is a technical adviser on the film. I don’t 
know how much of it is fiction and how 
much fact, but if the story is true even just 
generally, it is fantastic and astounding. 

Jack Hawkins, one of the most authori- 
tative actors around, plays Col. Scotland, 
a member of British Intelligence, who has 
changed his name to Schottland and lived 
in Germany 25 years, enlisting in the Ger- 
man Army and rising to the rank of general and a position 
of power in the logistical division of the General Staff. 
Working through a purported Swiss antique dealer (Felix 
Aylmer) who is also a British agent, Scotland is able con- 
stantly to keep the Allies informed of the position of Ger- 
man supply dumps so they can be pinpointed and destroyed. 

When his contact ts arrested and dies under Gestapo 
torture in a brutal scene, Scotland finds a new contact 
a beautiful and famous radio singer (Gia Scala.) I suspect 
that here is where some fiction comes in. To explain their 
being together, they pretend to be lovers, but being sternly 
duty-struck British agents, they keep it a pretense. The 
girl is supposd to relay the information in a musical code 
when she broadcasts for the troops. With the Gestapo 
Suspicious and getting closer, Scotland in desperation has 
finally to work on Hitler psychologically so that the 


Germans lose the Battle of the Bulge for want of enough 
supplies, 


The picture is absorbing and interesting and has some 
Suspense in the later scenes, though not as much as it might 
have had. Its accent is not on the usual cloak-and-dagger 
adventure stuff, in spite of some dangerous moments, but 
on the character of the British agent. alone and walking 
a tight rope where one slip could bring him into the torture 
chamber, an exile from his country, listed there as a traitor. 
and doing such brilliant work in his sta‘f job that he 
impresses even Hitler. Hawkins does some good switches 
from the arrogant and incisive Nazi to the weary and be- 
leaguered but dedicated spy. Miss Scala is appealing. Erik 
Schumann, a German actor, is ominous as a constantly 
spying Gestapo who is Gen. Schottland’s aide. and Alex- 


ander Knox is quite convincing as a cold-blooded Gestano 
officer. 


Life of a Saint 


“MIRACLE OF SAINT THERESE,” at the APOLLO 
ART, is a French film with dubbed-in English dialogue. 
about the life of Therese Martin, a French girl who became 
a nun, died in 1897 at the age of 24, and was canonized in 
1925. It is a detailed, reverent and sincere account of her 
life, particularly in the convent. Frances Descant plays 
Therese with sweetness,’ delicacy and strength. Unfortu- 
nately, sincerity alone doesn’t make an engrossing picture. 
The film moves painfully slowly, has no strong dramatic 
moments, and doesn’t achieve the poignancy or emotion it 
should. Visually, the only arresting shot is that of the 
black-veiled nuns, holding long candles. grouped in a square 
ebout the body of Saint Therese, covered 


in a white robe.

Strict Orders for Girl 


Today’s column is devoted to teen-agers who are in- 
vited to submit their problems to Martha Carr. 


Dear Martha: 


WHAT DO YOU THINK of 2 mother who won't let her 
17-year-old daughter even speak to a boy? She is allowed 
to go out only a few times a year after begging the whole 
day before, and that’s to go to a movie with another girl. 
She is given strict orders 
not to be late but the 
poor girl doesn’t rest all 
through the movie, 
watching the clock. If 
she is five minutes late, 
she’ll get a beating and 
is accused of being with 
a boy. Her father says 
she should be put in a 
home, 

The girl is well-liked, 
a sweet personality and 
is respected by everyone 
except her parents. Her 
sisters were wild and 
sneaked out when they pleased, and got their way besides. 
They were not respected. They’re all married now and the 
girl at home has to suffer. DISGUSTED AUNT. 


Can’t her aunt speak up in her defense? You 
can’t beat obedience or respect into a child and 
the parents who try it are just asking for more 
trouble. But she’s a young adult now and will 
have to speak up for herself. Her guidance coun- 
selor at school can stand by her. As long as the 
girl is doing nothing wrong, she certainly shouldn’t 
have to take this kind of punishment. But no mat- 
ter whether a child is right or wrong, abuse is not 
the answer. 


Dear Martha: ' 

I AM 13 and have liked a boy for a long time but now 
he is going steady with another girl. However, he acts as 
if he still likes me. Should I stop liking him? Now I think 
another boy likes me. He is only 15. The first boy was a 
lot older than I. SAD.

I think 
you'll be happier with the younger fellows.

Russia’s ‘Clenched Fist’ 


TEHERAN, Iran, March 20. 

EVER SINCE my trip to the Far West a few weeks 
ago, just prior to coming abroad, I have been carrying 
around with me a newspaper article written by Prof. Carl 
J. Jacob for the Post-Register of Idaho Falls, Idaho. The 
professor is head of the journalism department and teacher 
of religion at Ricks College in Rexburg, Idaho, and what 
he had to say in that newspaper article was worthy of 
publication in every newspaper throughout the’ United 
States. 

According to my information, Prof. Jacob was one of 
the first non-German civilians to go, into West Berlin by 
land across East Germany. On this trip in 1955 he made 
some interesting observations, and he gives a slant on the 
present Soviet government’s possible intentions, which cer- 
tainly require our serious consideration and have a bear- 
ing on our policies in regard to the Berlin situation, 


Prof. Jacob starts his article with quotations 
from Stalin and Dimitri Manuilsky. And Manuil- 
sky said, when he was teaching at the Lenin 
School of Political Warfare in Moscow: “War to 
the hilt between communism and capitalism is 
inevitable. Today, of course, we are not strong 
enough to attack ... to win we shall need the ele- 
ment of surprise.” 


Then he went on to tell how we in the non-Communist 
world would be put to sleep by the very generous peace 
gestures that would be made by the Soviet Union. Once 
put to sleep and rendered unsuspicious, he.said of non- 
Communist countries, “We shall smash them with our 
clenched fist.” 


It is speeches and quotations such as these that have 
made us all in the Western world so very suspicious of 
anything said by representatives of Communist countries, 
particularly the Soviet leaders. 


Prof. Jacob points out that it will be at least a year 
and a half before we are able to really consider ourselves 
stronger than they are in nuclear weapons, and they know 
this and have just about decided that this is the time for 
an attack. But they do not want to appear to the world 
to have brought on a war. 


Prof. Jacob contends that the Russians may 
use Berlin as a booby trap. If they feel strong 
enough, they may find some way to make it ap- 
pear that we have done something which caused 
them to retaliate so that the world will not blame 
them for beginning the war. 


In closing Prof. Jacob reminds us of a few small facts 
reported in our intelligence reports. One is that “they 
(the Soviets) are building I.C.B.M. launching pads (in 
China) ... at an elevation of 15,000 feet, where the de- 
creased air pressure gives them a tremendous advantage 
in thrust. These pads are not for shooting at the moon. 
A second one js that it has been known for several months 
now that the Russians are requiring their people to take 
22 hours of civil defense training. Both of these are curi- 
ous activities for a people who say they want to fight us 
only on the economic front.” 

I can’t say that this article is a very cheering one, but 
it is one that I think all Americans should read.

DENVER. 
WHEN WE CAME through 
the western country lecturing 
for the Audubon Society just 
seven years ago, we followed 
Highway 30 down into the 
beautiful Hagerman valley 


‘ along the Snake river to the 


west of Twin Falls, Idaho. It 
is sheep country, with summer 
grazing in the hills and good 
alfalfa raised on the home 
ranches under irrigation. The 
lambing season was at its 
height and we never forgot the 
sight of the great flocks with 
hundreds of lambs playing, 
bucking and jumping in the 
sunlight. 

On this present trip the 
highway had been enlarged and 
straightened; but since we were 
in no great hurry, we decided 
to follow the old road. 

We found the turn-off and 
dropped down from the high 
bench-land on a series of 
switchbacks. Above us the 
wind carried a heavy load of 
dust, but down in the narrow 
alluvial valley of the Snake 
the air was warm and still. 
We wound through orchards 
and then rounded a bend and 
came on exactly the scene we 
had remembered for seven 
years. 

A flock of ewes were being 
fed their evening ration of hay, 
abandoning their young for the 
short time necessary to eat. 
And this gave the lambs an 
opportunity to bunch up, dash 
back and forth with a great 
chorus of bleating, and leap 
into the air. We stopped the 
car, walked over to the fence, 
and the whole flock of several 
hundred youngsters came charg- 
ing over to see what we were 
all about. It was a charming 
sight on this sunny afternoon 
with spring just around the 
corner and we will remember 
it for another seven years or 
until we come this way again 
in March. 

Twin Falls is the turn-off 
point for the famous winter 
resort at Sun Valley. And here 
again, as on our last trip, we 
took advantage of a free day 
to drive up to the resort, a dis- 
tance of 160 miles there and 
back. 

On our last trip, we drove 
across the desert, through the 
fantastic lava beds where Cra- 
ters of the Moon National Mon- 
ument is located, and across 
the irrigated valleys, without 
ever seeing the scenery. Eight 
feet of snow lay in the flat 
country, but the plows had 
piled this much higher; and in 
the high country approaching 
Sun Valley the snow lay even 
deeper. On the present trip we 
found no snow whatever down 
in the desert, although this 
country lies at an elevation of 
more than 3000 feet. We were 
glad of this because it enabled 
us to see what we had missed 
before. 

All through this country dur-

ing the past two days we had 
seen hundreds of pairs of mal- 
lards—always a hen and a 
drake — moving northward on 
the spring migration. Every ir- 
rigation ditch and small res- 
ervoir could be counted on to 
produce several pairs. We were 
surprised, however, to find not 
orsy ducks but also three beau- 
tiful snow geese on a small 
reservoir far up here in the 
desert. Then we discovered that 
not far away is a large lake cre- 
ated by a dam on Wood river 
and called Magic Reservoir. 
Finally the road began to climb 
and before we knew it we were 
surrounded by high, snow- 
covered mountains of the Saw- 
tooth range in which Sun Val- 
ley is located. 


This well-known winter and 
summer resort is not a town, 
but a small community built 
and owned by Union Pacific 
Railroad. It is set in a bowl 
formed by four mountains 
where the snow lies deep, the 
air is still and winter produces 
an unusual number of mild and 
sunny days. 

After an overnight stay, we 
headed for Salt Lake City for 
several lectures in the area and 
also, with a holiday in our 
hands, made a trip to the great 
Bear River Federal Wildlife 
Refuge. This is an area of 65.- 
000 acres, most of it shallow 
open water that lies in the 
marshland where Bear river 
empties into Great Salt Lake. 
Unlike the lake, the marsh 
water is fresh and sweet and 
the area is used by countless 
numbers of shore and marsh 
birds, waterfowl of many kinds 
and birds of prey. We drove 
out from Brigham City to the 
refuge and, after chatting with 
a young wildlife biologist at 
headquarters, set out on a 12- 
mile drive around one of the 
dikes. 

Only the winter residents of 
the refuge were on hand for 
our visit and even these we 
found much wilder than we ex- 
pected; undoubtedly because

the area 
many shooting clubs, so that 
the birds have little faith in 
human beings. Great bands of 
ducks continually rose ahead 
of us and we found that many 
of these were canvasbacks, red- 
heads and pintails. But there 
were also green-winged teal, 
ruddy ducks, buffleheads, gold- 
en-eyes, lesser scaups, large 
numbers of mallards and mer- 
gansers. We were never out of 
sight and hearing of the Can- 
ada geese which winter here in 
large numbers and often it was 
possible to count a dozen great 
blue herons without moving 
from one spot. 

Most spectacular sight on the 
refuge—and the one we had 
mainly come to see—was the 
bands of whistling swans. 
These great white birds, float- 
ing in the distance with heads 
tucked under wings, looked for 
all the world like flotillas of 
white-sailed boats. There were 
several thousand of them on 
the refuge, with many more 
due to arrive with the spring 
migration which is late this 
year, but they were too wild to 
allow a close approach. 

While we were in this area 
we talked at Weber College in 
Ogden — which is pronounced 
Wee-ber and got this odd pro- 
nunciation in an odd way. It 
seems that in the early days the 
famous mountain man Jim 
Bridger had a friend named 
Weaver, who was also a lead- 
ing frontiersman of the day. 
But when it came to naming a 
county after the old fellow, Jim 
Bridger wrote his name as 
“Weaber,” not being long on 
spelling or penmanship. For 
some time this spelling stuck, 
but later the “a” was dropped 
and the pronunciation retained 
until this day. 

Our stay at Logan, where our 
hosts were the members of Xi 
Sigma Pi, honorary forestry fra- 
ternity, was especially enjoy- 
able. We met practically the 
whole faculty of the Forestry 
Schoo] and the Wildlife Unit, 
as well as many of the boys 
working in these fields and 
their wives—a grand group 
with whom we had many inter- 
ests in common. 

It started to snow that eve- 
ning as we lectured and was 
still snowing next morning 
when we loaded our car for 
the eastward trek. The first 
50 miles was up and out over 
Logan Canyon and then down 
to beautiful Bear Lake at the 
source of Bear river. No more 
beautiful trip could be imag- 
ined—nor, on this snowy morn- 
ing, a scarier one—than this 
drive of about 60 miles. The 
road climbed and the canyon 
narrowed steadily along a beau- 
tiful mountain stream until we 
“topped out” at nearly 8000 
feet, then dropped _ swiftly 
downward for some 3000 feet. 
But we made it and were soon 
pushing across the barren Wyo- 
ming plain toward Rock Spring 
and Rawlins, Wyo., on the long 
trip home.
